Yes, Heyen has an orchard and un­ 
less yt u have been around a great 
deal you 
■ vet* saw one finer nor 
more productive. 
He has i bo ut I 5 plum trees; about 
an equal number of peach trees and 
scattered about among them are pe­ 
cans, walnuts, apricots, figs and a 
number of fancy fruits with which 
he is experimenting. Lest we forget, 
there is a dewberry paten in one c r- 
ner of the orchard, 
One observes upon entering the 
orchard that the ground is fret of 
weeds and before the recent rains a 
dust mulch was preserved by shallow . 
plowing, this conserving the nubs-1 
ture. 
Hence all the fruit is large 
and luscious, tho’ not as fine as it 
would have been with earlier m o i s ­ 
ture. thinks Mr. Heyen. 
Then en*' observes that the trunks I 
of the trees 
all of them- are clean I 
and fresh oohing. 
No dead bark re-I 
mains on them, nor was there a dead! 
limb or a broken limb on any of the' 
trees of whatever variety.

A few samples left on the 
trees impresses the eater that ‘sugar” 
is right. They are indeed sweet and 
the trees will make fine yard orna­ 
ments, being large and of heavy fo­ 
liage. 
Mr. Heyen markets his plums with 
merchants and by the basket at his 
home on North Blanco Street in thi 
McDowell addition. 
There are bush­ 
els and basileis of them even now. 
Peaches ar** ripening also in great 
quantities and the saying that early 
peaches are not g ood does not apply 
to H eycn’s orchard product. He will 
have varieties ripening all summer.

How many laws and decree- are 
there and how many of these has 
the Supreme Court found unconsti­ 
tutional? 
Since its existence, Congress has 
passed over 24,000 laws. They are 
administered by the President or by 
departments set 
up 
under such 
laws. 
In addition to these 24,000 statute 
laws (laws passed by Congress), 
there are 25,OOO decrees, orders, 
rules and regulations issued by the 
executive or by 130 different bu 
reaus, commissions and admin! bra 
lions such as the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, Federal T ade 
Commission, 
BWA, 
WPA, 
TV’A. 
RFC, FUA, CCC, Most of these rules 
nave the effect of statute law. They J 
establish 
freight 
and 
passenger 
rates, fix hours and rates of wages, 
set prices, control production, reg­ 
ulate competition, grant or deny 
permission to do business, d* fine 
economic crimes and d e s i g n a t e 
penalties. 
This makes a total of 49,000 such 
laws, decrees and regulations.
